Three nights and two days are 
Consumed on the 
voyage 
from 
Bombay to Colombo. On Monday, 
March 1st. a whale is sighted on 
the port side. 
The weather is hot 
and oppressive,

passengers 
search for the coolest place on the 
ship. 
At seven in the evening we

most point in India. Farther to the 
east. Cape Comorin is in sight.

electric sign,

edge, about 150 feet high. It reads: 
“Ceylon for good Tea.” For the 
first day of sight swing, passeng­ 
ers are divided into two groups. 
The first group is to take a spe­ 
cial train for Kandy and return 
by automobiles, and the 
second 
group is to reverse 
this 
order. 
Both the train and 
automobile 
trips are 
delightful 
excursions. 
Passengers voted the auto excur­ 
sion the most impressive automo 
bile trip of the entire world tour. 
The railroad ears have 
corri­ 
dors in the center, also side doors. 
Passengi i s make their ingress anti 
egress through the side doors. 
A 
four-wheel box car between 
the 
locomotive and the fust coach acts 
as a bufTer. 
This 
railroad 
has 
eliminated mo l of it grade cross­ 
ings. 
The 
vegetation 
is 
luxuriant. 
There arc many orchards of cocoa- 
nut palms with trees planted 
in 
straight rows, and all loaded witn 
large nuts. 
In contrast to India, 
the farmers live in farm houses 
Many of the houses are 
set 
in 
beautiful coconnut groves, Ceylon 
is called by such names as “Peai 1 
of the 
Orient,” 
and 
“Pendant 
Jewel of India.” 
The Buddhists 
call it, 
“The 
Pearl 
upon 
the 
Brow of 
India.” 
The 
Moham­ 
medans assigned it “To the exalt­ 
ed parents of mankind to console 
them for the loss of the Garden of 
Eden." 
Wires strung Ix'twcon trees sup­ 
port thousand 
o f prayer Hags of 
the devout Buddhists. 
The 
rail­ 
road follows up a beautiful swift 
running stream. Naked natives are 
out working m rice fields. 
They 
arc eng tg<*d in all the processe 
of rice 
culture: 
preparing 
the 
ground, planting, cultivating, har­ 
vesting and threshing. A , soon as 
one crop is harvc- tod t h e y begin 
preparing the 
same 
ground 
to 
plant the next c ro p . Every season 
is seedtime, and likewise 
every 
season is harvest. 
it er-wash-day in Ceylon. M my 
natives are out in the bayous and 
in Kelani llivrr hard at work 
on 
the family laundry, 
lake the na­ 
tives of India, they pound 
their 
clothes over rock 
M.uk Twain 
said of these laundrymen, “They 
tiy to split a stone w ith a shirt." 
Why they do not split the shirt is 
a mystery to me. 
Climbing up the mountain 
wt 
pass Adam’s Peak, 7,253 feet high 
According to Buddhist 
supersti­ 
tion, it is the mount hum which 
Buddha ascended to heaven, and 
is a very sacred 
spot. 
On 
the 
summit there is a cavity 
in 
the 
rock which resembles a huge fo o t ­ 
print. 
The 
Mohammedans 
say 
that it is the imprint of Adam’s 
foot: The Buddhists say that it is 
a track of Buddha; and the Hindus 
say that it is the 
foot-print 
of 
none other than Siva. 
Those who 
pay their money to g o up

We also pass Bible Rock, 
the summit of which is

to 
resemble an open Bible.

hotel, one of the largest in Asia 
overlooks beautiful Lake* Victoria 
The city lies in a lovely

surrounded by fulls covered with 
flowering trees. 
A native proverb 
says that Kandy is 
“only forty 
miles from Heaven.” It might b*. 


that close, but under the last king, 
the rity itself was anything

Heaven. 
Visitors are shown the 
island in Lake Victoria where this 
king used to banish his trouble­ 
some wives. 
He was an inhuman 
monster. 
A group of native mer­ 
chants went from Colombo up to 
Kandy on a trading 
expedition. 
Those who escaped with their lives 
had their ears slitted and 
noses 
clipped. 
This caused the British 
Government to 
intervene.

square miles, 
groat palaces, 
bas. 
The Brazen 
Palace 
was

fei t square, nine stories high, and 
roofed with sheets of brass. But 
it is now a forest of pillars, about 
1.600 
in 
number. 
Run inwelli ; 
Dagoba was 380 feet in diameter 
at the base, and 270 
feet 
high, 
built in the second century B. C. 
Abhayagiri Dagoba, built 
in 
87 
B C., was 4ol feet at ttie 
base, 
md 320 feet high. The wonderful 
carvings on these 
temples 
and 
shrines depict processions of ani­ 
mals, floral scrolls etc.

There­ 
fore the first place to be visited in 
Kandy is this famous temple. This 
fraudulent relic is worshipped by 
nearly half a billion people, and 
when it was installed here about 
400 years ago it made Kandy the 
holy city of the

Kandy from all parts of the world, 
like Moslem to Meoca, and bring 
valuable offerings.

Mud hole arc breeders of disease germs and parasites, and arc expemsivt 
luxuries for the farmer. 
First steps suggested are: Fill 
up or fence off mudholes, bum old 
strnw stacks, board up holes be­ 
neath buildings, fence of? manure 
piles, eradicate rats, mice, pigeons, 
sparrows, 
spread 
crushed 
rock 
around water tanks, clean and dis­ 
infect all buildings used by animals, 
scrub all feed boxes and roosts with 
hot lye water. The McLean county 
clean ground system of swine rais­ 
ing has been a great forward step, 
because it removes young pigs from 
these very dangers of infection 
from old lots and buildings. 
Germs of some livestock diseases 
can live for several years in mud­ 
holes or dark corners of barns, 
awaiting an opportunity to find a 
suitable host. So an annual clean­ 
up is almost 
necessary 
if the 
farmer wants to raise stock for 
maximum profit.

Disease One-Fifth 


A few days spent in cleaning up 
th<* barnyard and stock bams would 
add many dollars to the average 
farmer’s livestock profits. 
Old hog lots and unsanitary quar­ 
ters harbor the parasites and the 
germs of numerous livestock dis­ 
eases. 
Mange, 
lice, 
swine 
enteritis, 
chicken cholera, horse distemper, 
contagious abortion, hog cholera, 
and lockjaw are among the common 
menace; to farm livestock which 
may lurk in old, infested lots and 
quarters.

produce 5 pounds of lint.

Don’t think I 
didn’t have plenty 
of 
warning 
from those who were fond of me. 
I did. 
Perhaps that was one of

advice, 
repeated 
so often that it made you long to 
go and do just the opposite.

Hundreds of 
people, 
kill themselves every year

taking enough drinks

their mental 
vision 
thoroughly. 
Often they start the

seeking in vain synthetic

fulness. 
Alcohol exaggerates everything. 
Often in me it has 
produced

senseless optimism—a delusion ot
